Constantly harassed by a 
fleet of hostile fishing junks, the 
crews of which - embarked on 
piracy os a aide-line, finally set- 
ting fire to that part of the ship 
above water in order that she 
might be abandoned as a hope- 
less derelict, the men who re- 
covered the Limchow did bril- 
tiant work. 

The pirate junka had only two 
clear days between the sinking and 
the urrival of the Henry Keswick, 
but in that short period, they tore 
her mmost to pieces.

FAMOUS CRIMINAL 
‘LAWYER. 


A NONAGENARIAN. 


London, Apr. 26, 

Sir Edward Clarke, the famous 
criminal lawyer, and the Grand 
Old Man of the Bar, passed away 
to-day at his Staines home, He 
celebrated his 90th birthday on 
February 1b, ‘; 

The son of a Moorgate Street 
jeweller, he went to work in his 
father’s shop at the age of 1, but 
tpent his leisure hours in study, and 
when fifteen, won a society of Arts 
English Literature Prize of ten 
guineas, half of which he spent on 
Hallam’s Work. Two years later, 
after intensive studying, he became 
the first Associate of Arta of Ox- 
ford University. 

He went — Into 
Office cin 1859, but 
year he had tired of office 
routine) and tried = the — more 
varied career of a newspaper re- 
porter, making his first aequain- 
tance with Parliament in that 
capacity in the gallery of the House

Invented a Shorthand. 


While na journalist be was con. 
nected with the Standard and the 
Morning Herald, All the time, he 
was reading for the Bar and being 
in due time called, he abandoned 
journalism and sought for briefs 
on the Home Circuit, not before, 
however, he had invented his own 
system of | shorthand — writing, 
which he called “swift-hand.” 

His success in the competition 
for the Tancred Law Studentship 
pened his way'to the law. and he

Penge Murder, Trial 


He owas briefed in many big 
criminal cases. © In 1877 he secur: 
ed the acquittal of Chief Inspector 
Clarke oof the charge brought 
nyainst certain Scotland Yard 
officinls af vonspirney to defeat 
justice and his reputation was 
made hy his defence of Staunton 
in the Penge murder case. 

One of his most notable appear- 
ances was for the plaintiff in the 
action brought by Sir W. Gordon- 
Cumming in 1890 against Mr. and 
Mrs. Lyeett Green and others for 
slander, they having charged him 
with cheating: at” bacearat at 
Trinby Croft on an occasion when 
the Prince of Wales (later Edward. 
VID) was present. 
> He also defended Dr. Jameson, 
Sir John Willoughby and ‘others 
when they were tried in 1396 aus 
a sequel to the Jameson Raid. In 
1886 he was knighted. 


Parliamentary Career. 

He was first elected to Parlia- 
ment in 1880 and was Solicitor. 
General, in the Conservative 
Government of 1881-92, but de- 
clined a post in the Unionist 
Ministry of 1895 when the Jaw 
officers of the Crown were debarred 
from. private practice,. In 1899 
differences between himself and 
his party as to the Government's 
South Afriean poliey led to his 
resignation. In 1906 che was 
returned for the City of London, 
but offended a large section of his 
constituents by attacking tariff 
reform and soon afterwards re- 
signed on grounds of health. 

iHis facility and felicity of 
speech were always remarknble, 
but his appearanee was so homely 
and undistinguished that after ke 
had “addressed u-‘working men’s 
club ‘where he was unknown, 
gome-one . remarked: “What a 
very intelligent) speech for -a 


working man!" N

At the Bar, he was absolute- 
ly unrivalled for the finish 
and passion of his eloquence, and 
he wns the only leader of his day 
whoever attempted the higher 
flights of rhetoric.

PROPOSALS. 


STRONG PLEAS MADE 
BY 58.W.O. 


NO DECISION YET. 


(Our Own Correspondent.) 


Shanghai, Apr. ‘26. 

It is disclosed that the Muni- 
cipal Council has decided to de- 
fer further consideration of the 
employment of women police in 
Shanghai until the return from 
England of Major Gerrard, who 
is studying the question in the 
Metropolitan Area. 

At the moment, feeling is against 
the proposal in spite of the strong 
representations made .by the Joint 
Committee of ‘Shanghai Women’s 
Organisations, through Miss~ Ayr- 
ton and Miss Viola Smith. 

The Committee investigating the 
problem came to the conclusion 
that tomake the system really effec- 
tive, & considerable number of wo- 
men police would be required, and, 
in view of the already heavy cost 
of the Police Force, the further ex- 
pense would not be commensurate 
with the results to be obtained. 


Issue Argued. 

At the last meeting of the Watch 
Committee, the issue wax sgain ar- 
gued by Miss Viola Smith and Miss 
Ayrton, who pointed out that the 
probationary system for young 
offenders docs not appear to have 
been introduced in Shanjhal, nor 


is any reformatory-maintained for, 


foreign youthful offenders. If 
this system were introduced, the 
in 
conjunction therewith be 
highly desirable. 

Reference wns made to the 
number of forelyn boys seen 
beyging in the streets; it was sub- 
mitted that prison sentences tends 
to encourage these youthful oifen- 
ders to drift: into the criminal 
class. 

From the Annual Police report 
it was noted that in 1950 there 
were 32 foreign women in prison 
and it was submitted that the 
evidence in such cases should be 
taken by a policewoman who would 
ultimately conduct these cases to 
the Court for trial. In foreign 
countries police women were used 
for street patrols; it wan, how- 
ever, agreed that conditions in 
Shanghai were so different from 
those of Western cities that this 
might not be practicable. - © 


would 


Inspection of Cabarets. 


The duties of a policewoman in 
Shanghai would therefore pre- 
sumably be confined to Court 
work, assistance on behalf the 
inspection of cabarets employing 
large numbers of women and 
young girls. y : 

Although the question hud been 
considered primarily from the 
point of view of foreign women and 
child offenders, the Committee was 
infarmed that .the Chinese mem- 
bers of the Organization were 
taking a keen interest in the 
subject, and that, if the Council 
in the first instance would au- 
thorize the appointment of one 
foreign policewoman and , the, 
experiment proved — successful, 
they would then. advocate the 
further appointment of a Chinese 
policewoman. 


Shoplifting and Street-Walking. 


Other duties which it was sub- 
mitted could be effitiently dis- 
charged by a policewoman: were 
the detection of shop lifting and 
the. censorship of films, 

‘So far ns concerns the taking of 
evidence of women offenders de- 
linquents are placed in a humiliat- 
ing position when such examina- 
tions are conducted by male 
police. Such cuses, it wis sub- 
mitted, could be more adequately

The demand of the jockeys, 
which is supported by the majority 
of the Chinese owners, Is that they 
be permitted to ride in the Spring 
and Autumn Meetings of the Shang- 
hai Race Club, an official of which 
stated that if such permission was 
granted, it -would necessitate the 
admission of all the Chinese joc- 
keys ax members of the Club. 

Whether the Club would: be dis- 
posed to eloct them ‘to member- 
ship was not mentioned. - 

According to one jockey, who 
ordinurily would have taken part 
in Saturday's meeting, all the Chin- 
ese have taken a stand not to ride 
in inter-Club races until they ake 
permitted to compete in the Spring 
and Autumn Meetings.

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THE HONGKONG 
GOLD OR SILVER? 


VIEWS OF THE CHINESE 
CHAMBER. 


The question of stabllisation of 
HNongkong’s currency pro.tced 
warm discussion at a meeting of 
the Chinese General Chamber of 
Commerce on Saturday afternoon, 
when it was resolved by a majority 
that while the Chinese Government. 
continued to use a silver currency 
fe would be best that Hongkong 
should not act independeitly by 
adopting a gold basis. Spenkera 
expreased a fear that much of the 
Cobony's trade with foreign coun- 
tries und export - trade with the 
Kwangtung interfor would be 
diverted to Canton and Shanghai 
if Hongkong did not walt for China 
to take the lend in stabilisation. 

Many Chinese bankers and mer- 
chants attended the mevting which 
was presided over by Mr. LA Yiek- 
mal who wha supported by the 
Chamber'w Seeretary, Me. Chan 
Heung-pak, The meeting resolved 
that a committees be appointed, 
conaisting of Messrs, Chau Yu-teng, 
Ho In, Ho Kwong, Li Txze-chung, 
Shum Pak-eming, Wong Kwong-tin, 
Li Yiu-tong, T.ON.

Wong and Mok Ying-kwal, to pre- 
gent the Chamber's views te the 
Currency Mission, 

Prior to the general discussion 
the Seeretary read letters: from 
the Native Bankers’  Associatlon, 
Chinese import firms and indivi 
dual bankers whieh in general fa- 
youred retention oof the present 
form of currency. 

Chinese Bankers’ Plea,

BANK OVERDRAFT 
DISPUTE. 


APPEAL ‘AGAINST ORDER 
. MADE IN CHAMBERS. 


QUESTION ‘OF CREDITS. 


‘A dispute between Mr; Choa 
Po-sten and the Equitable Eastern 
Banking Corporation, regarding 2 
settlement of accounts dealing 
with the redemption of securities 
by the former, resulted in an 
appeal being heard .by tho Chief 
Justice (Sir Joseph Kemp) and 
‘Mr. Justice Lindsell in the Court 
of appeal this morning, against 
an order made in Chambers ‘by 
the Acting Chief Justice (Mr. 
Justice Wood). 

The appellant (defendant) was 
the bunk, represented by Mr. H. G. 
Sheldon, instructed by Mr, E- 
Davidson, of .Mesars. Hastings, 
Dennys and Bowley, while the 
respondent (plaintiff) wna re- 
presented by Mr. Eldon Potter, 
K.C., together with Mr. F.C.

DECADENT. 


SIR WALTER LAYTON'S 
PROOF OF PROSPERITY. 


Paris, Apr| 1. 
The  sugyestion of — British 
economic decadence is effectively 
challenged ‘by Sir Walter Layton, 
editor of the Fconomtst, in an 
important article published — to- 
day in the Revue de Paris, 


Sir Walter, whose article may be 
considered in some sort a reply to 
M. Andre Siegfried’s recent 
articles on Britain’s industrial 
depression in a survey of the 
postwar siluation concludes that 
Britain, though hit like everyono 
elsc by the present world, crisis, 
was holding its own well down to 
1929, and may expect to take part 
in the general recovery when it 
comes. 


In support of this optimistic 
view Sir Walter snys.that during 
the five years following 1924 
British production Increased by 
11.6 per cent., the population only 
advancing by 2 per cont. during 
the eome period. Industrial de- 
velopment thus far outdistanced 
tho growth of the nation, and 
though the unemployment figures 
increased, so did tho number of 
workers, proving, that Industry 
wag expanding in proportion to 
the increasing population. 


As a further proof of prosperity 
Sir Walter points out that the 
standing of living in Britain com- 
pareg favourably with that of 
any other country. Aas for the 
commercin! balance, the large 
excess of imports over exports, 
which Is generally pointed to as 
a sign of approaching bankruptcy, 
must not be considered, in the 
author's. opinion, as a perturbing 
symptom, but as the “reflection 
partly of the maintenanco of our 
Invisible exports-and partly of a 
genera} transformation, which by 
modifying our. economic offort 
tends to create a new commercial

$1,000,000 of the Chosen Company, 
Limited, No. 90, Dex Voeux Rond 
Central, after having been serious- 
ly affected by the strike of 1925.

Harbin, Apr. 27. 

Concerning the Nationalist de- 
mand for the tnking over of tho 
Chinese Eastern Railway, nexotla- 
tions between the Russian and 
Chinese delegations have been con- 
tinued with the Intter insisting on 
adhering to the oll assessment 
made on the railway some yeurs 
ago to fix the price at which the 
Nationalist Government should pay 
for the resumption.
